From that hour he has been 


slowly, mysteriously, but surely, pursuing 
a policy, the meaning of which now begins 
to dawn upon the minds of the Washing- 
ton authorities. He is believed to have held 
in the hollow of his hand, a Pnnco Impe- 
rial of France, who is at the'sqme time a 
secessionist of the Southern States of A- 
inerica, a graduate of West Point, ac army 
officer ot a'pproved skill aud gallantry, and , 
the idol of tbe French soldiery, whom, at j 
the appointed time, he could kunch upon 
the field of conflict with tremendous pow- 
er, aad, backed by France, with weight 
sufficient to ruru the scales against the 
North.

Mr. Cornelius was nof at home, and thus 
escaped being murdered. Scobry, however,

so he ordered the soldiers to take out of the 
house all of Cornelius' goods, which was 
done.

beds ripped open and their contents scat- 
tered, bed clothing torn into tatters, aad a 
general destruction wrought. 


But the climax of this scoundrel Scobey's 


infamy was not yet reached. Several weeks 
ago the amiable aud much loved lady of 
Mr. Cornelius died. 
Mr. C. had carefully 


packed away her clothing, to keep as sacred 
mementoes of one dearest to him than olu 
the world beside. Scobey was told of this 
fact, yet with a fiendishness such as we 
have never before heard of, he took the 
dresses, skirts, and all the other under j 
clothing of the dead woman, his late sister!

Amendments to the Constitution.

li it resolved by the .Senate and Houses o 
Representatives of the Commonwealth o 


Pennsylvania in General Assembly met, Tim 
the following amendments be proposed to th 
Constitution of the Commonwealth, in aecor 
dauce with the provisions of the tenth uriicl 
thereof: 
, 


There shall be aa additional section to the 


third article of Uic.Co>ssi:tution, to be designa 
led as section four, as follows: 


SKCTION 4. Whenever any of tho qualified 


electors of this Cornmonweath shall be in nnj 
aotujl military service, under n. requisition 
from the President of the United States, or by 
the authority of this Commonwealth, such elec- 
tors may exercise the right of suffrage in al 
elections by the citizens, muler such regulations 
as are, or shall be, prescribed by law, as fully 
as if they were present at their usual place of 
election. 


There shall be two additional sections tc the 


eleventh ivrticle of the Constitution, to be 
designated as sections eight, and nine, as fol- 
lows: 


SECTION 8. No bill shall bo passed by tha 


Legislature, Containing mort than one subject, 
which shall be clearly expressed in the title, 
except appropriation bills. 


SECTION 9. No bill shall bo passed by the 


Legislature granting any powers, or privileges, 
in any ease, where the authority to grant such 
powers, or privileges, has been, or may here- 
after be, conferred upon the courts of this 
Commonwealth.

A CONVICTION UNDER THK TU.EASO.V 


ACT.—On Wednesday last, in the Circuit 
Court ot the United States, sitting at Lou- 
isville, Ky., Thotnas C. Shacklett, indicted 
for treason against the United Status, was 
found guilty, and sentenced by the Hon. 
Bland Batlard, presiding Judge, as follows: 


"You were arrested at or near your home 


-—not in arms—away from the lines of the 
enemy, and have been brought before the 
civil tribunals of your country to have your 
guilt or innocence adjudged. .You have 
been found guilty, aud the enormity of 
your ofiencc would justify the infliction cf 
the highest punishment known to the laws. 
In all other couutries the laws, it is believ- 
ed, require judgment of death to be pro- 
nounced apainstall who are found guilty of 
treason. But our good government, in the 
exercise of that magnanimity which has 
always characterized it, and in view of the 
different deirrecs of guilt which the judg- 
ment of mankind doe.?,and will attach to 


• those who incited and set on foot this war, j 
and those who were their instruments, has 
vested in the courts a discretion, and au- 
thorized them to prououuce either judg- 
ment of death or imprisonment and fine.— 
In the exercise of that discretion, and un- 
der a full sense of my responsibility to 
God and my country, I have concluded to 
spare your life, but the magnitude of your 
crime demands that your punishment be 
fievere. , The judgment which I approve, 
and which the court now makes, is, that 
you be imprisoned and confined in the jail 
of Jefferson county, in the State of Ken- 
tucky, for ten years from this day; that you
